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This special volume, a collection of articles by 17 prominent conservationists 
and officials in Thailand, deals with nearly all aspects of conservation and its social 
and economic implications. The chapters review progress in many fields of conser¬ 
vation in Thailand, discuss conservation problems today and efforts being made to 
solve them, and suggest directions for the future. The volume stresses how the Thai 
people benefit from natural animal and plant populations and ecosystems in 
Thailand, and the need for a better integration of conservation efforts into social and 
economic development.
